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Columbia  dedicates 
Harrington  Center 


Columbia  Theological  Seminary 
held  a  service  of  celebration  and 
dedication  for  the  newest  building  on 
its  campus,  the  W.  Frank  Harrington 
Center  for  Continuing  Education  and 
Church  Growth,  on  Tuesday,  April 
11,  at  7:30  p.m.  The  two-story 
building  was  funded  by  Peachtree 
Presbyterian  Church,  Atlanta,  in  honor 
of  its  pastor  and  Columbia  alumnus, 
Dr.  Harrington. 

The  first  building  built  on  the 
seminary's  upper  campus  in  25  years, 
the  center  was  completed  ahead  of 
schedule  and  is  already  in  use.  The 
Offices  of  Advanced  Degrees, 
Continuing  Education,  Evangelism, 
and  the  Lay  Institute  of  Faith  and 
Life  are  housed  in  the  13,790  square 
foot  building.  The  rest  of  the  first 
floor  houses  a  board  room/conference 
room,  two  classrooms,  a  library/ 
commons  room,  and  a  work  room. 
The  ground  floor  has   16  double- 
occupancy  guest  rooms,  and  a  kitchen 
and  lounge  area. 

Taking  part  in  the  service  of 
dedication  were  Columbia  President 
Douglas  Oldenburg,  Dr.  Harrington, 
and  Dr.  Ben  Johnson,  Peachtree 
Professor  of  Evangelism  and  Church 


Growth  at  Columbia.  The  Peachtree 
Presbyterian  Chorale  presented  an 
anthem.  After  the  service,  a  reception 
was  held  in  the  center  for  the  invited 
guests  of  the  Harrington  family, 
members  of  the  Columbia  Board  of 
Directors,  who  were  holding  their 
spring  meeting  on  the  campus,  the 
Columbia  community,  and  members 
of  Peachtree  Presbyterian  Church, 

Funds  from  Peachtree  Presbyterian 
Church  have  also  provided  for  most  of 
the  buildings  furnishings.  Friends  of 
Sara  Harrington,  wife  of  Dr. 
Harrington,  have  furnished  the 
center's  library  in  her  honor. 

Members  of  Columbia's  Alumni/ 
ae  Council  voted  at  their  annual 
meeting  in  January  to  contribute 
funds  for  the  center's  library  and 
invited  each  Columbia  faculty  member 
to  submit  titles.  These  books,  as  well 
as  books  by  Columbia  faculty 
members  and  foundational  works, 
totaling  some  500  volumes,  mark  the 
beginning  of  the  center's  library 
holdings. 

The  grounds  around  the  building 
have  been  landscaped  with  Bradford 
Callery  pear  trees,  white  dogwoods, 
and  shrubbery.  A  lighted  parking  lot

with  43  spaces  is  at  the  back  of  the 
building,  and  mercury  vapor  lights 
with  decorative  poles  line  the  sidewalk 
from  the  parking  lot  to  the  building's 
front  door. 

President  Oldenburg  said, 
"Columbia  Seminary  is  profoundly 
grateful  to  the  pastor  and  congregation 


of  Peachtree  Presbyterian  Church  for 
this  marvelous  addition  to  our 
campus.  It  is  a  beautiful  and 
functional  structure  and  will  enhance 
our  mission  of  training  leaders  for  the 
church  for  the  greater  glory  of 
God."D 


Seminary's  newest  building 
houses  four  programs

April  1 1  marked  the  dedication  of 
Columbia  Seminary's  newest  building, 
the  W.  Frank  Harrington  Center  for 
Continuing  Education  and  Church 
Growth.  Four  programs  are  now 
housed  in  this  building.  Advanced 
Degrees,  Continuing  Education, 
Evangelism  and  Church  Growth,  and 
the  Lay  Institute  of  Faith  and  Life. 
All  four  cooperate  in  programs  for 
clergy  and  laity. 

The  first  major  funding  for  these 
departments  came  in  1971,  when  a 
$500,000  endowment  was  raised  for 
the  J.  McDowell  Richards  Fund  for 
Graduate  and  Continuing  Education, 
honoring  President  Richards  on  his 
retirement.  That  year,  an  office  called 
the  Dean  of  Ministry  Development 
was  set  up,  headed  by  Milton  Riviere. 
Dr.  Samuel  A.  Cartledge,  Professor  of 
New  Testament,  continued  as  Dean  of 
Graduate  Studies  in  charge  of  the 
Th.M.  degree.  The  Rev.  Harold 


Prince,  Librarian,  directed,  as  he  had 
since  1962,  the  continuing  education 
program. 

In  1973.  Dr.  Jack  B.  McMichael 
became  Dean  of  Ministry 
Development.  Dr.  Oscar  Hussel,  now 
dean  of  the  faculty,  directed  the 
summer  continuing  education  courses 
for  clergy  and  laity  in  '76  and  "77.  In 
1977,  Dr.  James  Newsome,  who  is 
now  Professor  of  Old  Testament,  came 
as  Director  of  Advanced  Studies  to 
administer  advanced  degrees  and 
continuing  education  for  clergy  and 
laity.  He  continued  in  that  position 
until  1980,  when  Dr.  Douglas  Hix 
was  named  to  direct  the  program. 
Early  in   1981,  a  grant  from  the 
Outreach  Foundation  funded  the 
beginning  of  the  Program  of 
Evangelism,  directed  by  Dr.  Ben 
Johnson.  Also  in  1981,  Peachtree 
Presbyterian  Church  began  to  endow

Columbia  Seminary  vein  hold  its 
1989  Commencement  exercises  at 
Peachtree  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Atlanta  on  Sunday,  May  14,  at  4 
p.m.  Degrees  will  be  conferred  in  all 
six  of  Columbia's  programs:  Master  of 
Divinity,  Master  of  Arts  in 
Theological  Studies,  Master  of  Arts  in 
Youth  Ministry,  Master  of  Theology, 
Doctor  of  Ministry,  and  Doctor  of 
Sacred  Theology. 

The  Honorable  Wyche  Fowler, 
U.S.  Senator  from  Georgia,  is  the 
Commencement  speaker  for  this  year's 
exercises.  Senator  Fowler,  a  member  of 
Central  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Atlanta,  was  elected  to  the  U.S. 
Senate  in   1986,  after  having 
represented  Georgia's  Fifth  District  for 
10  years  in  the  U.S.  House  of 
Representatives.  In  the  101st 
Congress,  Senator  Fowler  is  assistant 
floor  leader  and  was  named  to  the 
Senate  Appropriations  Committee  and 
serves  on  the  Senate  Budget 
Committee  and  the  Agriculture, 
Nutrition  and  Forestry  Committee.  He 
is  a  graduate  of  Davidson  College  and 
Emory  University's  law  school. 

Dr.  William  T.  Bryant,  pastor  of 
First  Presbyterian  Church  in  Nashville, 
will  preach  the  Baccalaureate  sermon 
on  May  14  at  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Atlanta,  at   11:00.

Evelyn  K.  Richards 
1904-1989 

Hir  LIFE  was  invested  in  the 
mission  of  Columbia  Seminary  as 
surely  as  that  of  Dr.  Richards,  who 
served  over  39  years  as  its  president, 
said  J.  Davison  Philips,  President 
Emeritus  of  the  seminary  and  a 
student  during  Dr.  Richards' 
presidency.  He  spoke  these  words 
during  the  service  of  praise  and 
remembrance  for  Mrs.  Richards  at 
Central  Presbyterian  Church,  Atlanta, 
on  Sunday  afternoon,  January  22.  Dr 
Philips  and  P.C.  Enniss,  pastor  of 
Central  and  also  a  Columbia  student 
during  the  Richards  presidency,  led 
this  service  for  Mary  Evelyn  Knight 
Richards,  who  died  on  January  15 
and  whose  burial  was  held  in  Liberty 
Hill,  South  Carolina,  on  January  18. 

Mrs.  Richards  was  remembered 
especially  for  her  faithfulness  as  wife 
and  mother  and  homemaker,  her 
sense  of  humor,  her  volunteer  work  in 
the  schools  of  Decatur,  her  active 
concern  for  seminary  students  and 
spouses,  and  her  love  and  care  of 
flowers  and  shrubbery  around  her 
home  and  on  the  campus.  She  was 
active  in  many  phases  of  Central 
Presbyterian  Church  and  extended  its 
ministry  in  teaching  Sunday  School 
every  week  for  many  years  at  the 
Juvenile  Detention  Center  of  Atlanta. 

After  retirement,  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
Richards  lived  in  their  home  on  Kirk 
Road,  adjacent  to  the  campus,  until 
moving  to  the  Presbyterian  Home  in 
Summerville,  South  Carolina,  where 
they  lived  until  his  death.  Then  Mrs. 
Richards  returned  to  Atlanta,  where 
she  lived  for  the  past  three  years. 

Mrs.  Richards  is  survived  by  one 
daughter,  Kemie  Nix,  two  sons, 
McDowell  and  Charles,  seven 
grandchildren,  and  three  sisters. 

The  family  requests  that 
memorials  for  Mrs.  Richards  be  sent 
to  Columbia  Seminary.  □

Thompson  Scholars 
Program  begins 

Interest  in  evangelism  was  the 
common  characteristic  of  14  scholars 
from  throughout  the  nation  who 
gathered  on  Columbia's  campus  April 
9-20.  These  clergy  and  unordained 
church  professionals  were  chosen  to 
make  up  Columbia's  first  group  of 
Thompson  Scholars.  Funded  through 
an  endowment  honoring  Cecil 
Thompson,  professor  of  evangelism 
and  mission  at  Columbia  from   1948 
to  1968,  the  Thompson  Scholars 
Program  is  designed  to  train  people 
who  will  provide  informed  leadership 
in  evangelism  for  the  Presbyterian 
Church  (USA). 

According  to  Ben  Johnson, 
director  of  the  program  and  professor 
of  evangelism  and  church  growth  at 
Columbia,  the  program  is  an  in-depth 
study  of  the  biblical  foundation, 
sociological  context,  and  psychological 
dimensions  of  evangelism.    "These 
scholars  will  be  well-informed  people 
who  can  create  effective  models  out  of 
this  study  and  give  leadership  for 
evangelism,"  Dr.  Johnson  said. 

To  secure  these  scholars,  Columbia 
wrote  executive  presbyters  throughout 
the  nation  for  nominations.  The  first 
three  groups  have  been  selected. 

The  endowment  covers  tuition 
and  room  and  board  for  each  scholar. 
For  the  first  group,  lectures  by 
Columbia  professors  Ben  Johnson,  Ben 
Kline,  John  Patton,  Beverly  Gaventa, 
and  Doug  Hix  filled  the  morning 
hours,  followed  by  group  dialogue  and 
research.  During  the  final  three  days 
of  the  program,  the  scholars  shared 
the  result  of  their  research  by  reading 
papers  and  sharing  insights. 

In  discussing  the  importance  of 
the  new  program,  President  Douglas 
Oldenburg  said,    "Through  this 
program,  Columbia  will  nurture  a 
cadre  of  academically  prepared  people 
to  help  give  leadership  in  evangelism 
for  the  Presbyterian  Church.'" □

the  Peachtree  Chair  of  Evangelism  and 
Church  Growth. 

Another  step  taken  in  the  progress 
of  these  programs  was  a  long-range 
plan,  completed  in   1983.  The  first 
step  was  adding  the  Rev.  Sara  Covin 
Juengst  in  early  '85  to  direct 
continuing  education  for  both  clergy 
and  laity.  The  next  step  demonstrated 
the  importance  Columbia  placed  on 
continuing  education  for  laity  and  was 
taken  in  August  of  1987.  Dr.  Robert 
S.  Smith  came  then  as  director  of  the 
newly  established  Lay  Institute  of 
Faith  and  Life,  which  was  funded  by 
a  million  dollar  anonymous  gift  from 
a  Presbyterian  couple.  Finally, 
Peachtree  Presbyterian  Church  gave 
Columbia  the  funds  to  build  the 
Harrington  Center,  which  houses  the 
four  programs  and  provides  classroom 
space,  as  well  as  16  double-occupancy 
rooms  for  participants  in  the 
programs. 

"The  tremendous  growth  in  these 
programs  has  been  made  possible  by 
generous  people  who  have  consistently 
helped  Columbia  and  its  outreach,'" 
Dr.  Hix  said. 

Below  is  a  description  of  the  four 
programs  housed  in  Columbia's  newest 
building. 

Advanced  Degrees 

The  Advanced  Degrees  Program  at 
Columbia  is  headed  by  Dr.  Douglas 
Hix,  Director  of  Advanced  Studies 
and  Associate  Professor  of  Pastoral 
Studies.  The  program  consists  of  three 
degrees,  the  oldest  of  which  is  the 
Master  of  Theology  degree,  offered 
since  1933.  In   1969,  Columbia 
initiated  a  Doctor  of  Sacred  Theology 
degree,  in  both  general  ministry  and 
in  pastoral  counseling.  The  Doctor  of 
Ministry  degree  replaced  the  S.T.D.  in 
general  ministry  in  1972.  Since  then, 
the  S.T.D.  degree  has  been  offered 
only  in  pastoral  counseling. 

Both  the  S.T.D.  and  the  D.Min. 
began  as  cooperative  degrees,  resulting 
from  the  work  of  the  then  new 
Atlanta  Theological  Association.  At 
that  time,  the  ATA  was  made  up  of 
Candler  School  of  Theology, 
Columbia,  Erskine  Theological 
Seminary,  and  Interdenominational 
Theological  Center.  The  ATA  now 
also  includes  Lutheran  Southern 
Theological  Seminary.  Through  the 
ATA,  students  may  cross  register  at 
the  other  member  institutions.  Each 
fall,  the  first  course  of  the  D.Min . 
degree  is  taught  on  the  Columbia 
campus. 

The  Master  of  Theology  degree, 
which  some  thought  would  diminish 
in  number  once  the  D.Min.  was 
established,  has  grown  to  about  80 
students.  The  degree  offers  advanced 
study  in  an  area  of  ministry  or  serves 
as  preparation  for  further  specialization 
or  pursuit  of  a  Ph.D. 

The  D.Min.  program,  which 
hovered  between  75  and   100 
participants  in  the  1970s,  has  more 
than  doubled  in  size.  The  degree 
offers  further  disciplined  reflection,  and 


possible  further  specialization,  to 
ministers  at  work  in  the  church  and 
related  institutional  settings.  Ex- 
plaining the  program's  growth.  Dr. 
Hix  said,    "The  D.Min.  increasingly 
has  been  recognized  as  a  quality 
program,  and  also  we  have  begun 
taking  it  to  various  locations 
throughout  the  Southeast."  Each  year, 
there  are  six  satellite  locations  for 
Columbia's  D.Min.  program,  and 
plans  call  for  expansion  into  the  Mid- 
Atlantic  region. 

A  recent  development  in  the 
D.Min.  program  is  the  establishment 
of  a  degree  offered  through  the 
United  Theological  College  of  the 
West  Indies  in  Jamaica.  For  more 
information,  see  the  article  on  page  8. 

Since  its  inception,  the  S.T.D. 
degree,  equivalent  to  a  Ph.D.  in 
pastoral  counseling,  has  maintained  a 
steady  enrollment  of  about  a  dozen 
students.  Dr.  John  Patton  has  directed 
the  program  from  its  beginning. 

According  to  Dean  of  the  Faculty 
Oscar  Hussel,  there  are  30 
denominations  represented  in  the  three 
advanced  degree  programs,  with 
Presbyterians  making  up  about  half  of 
the  total  number.  Ninety-seven 
percent  of  students  in  all  three  degree 
programs  are  in  professional 
employment.  Therefore,  these  degrees 
ordinarily  take  five  to  six  years  to 
complete. 


Evangelism 


Columbia's  program  of  evangelism 
and  church  growth  is  in  its  ninth 
year.  It  began  in  January  1981  when 
the  Outreach  Foundation  funded  a 
three-year  program,  and  Ben  C. 
Johnson  joined  the  faculty  to  direct  it. 
During  those  three  years,  Peachtree 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Atlanta 
endowed  the  Peachtree  Chair  of 
Evangelism  and  Church  Growth, 
which  Professor  Johnson  holds. 

Dr.  Johnson  began  teaching 
evangelism  courses  in  both  the  Master 
of  Divinity  and  Doctor  of  Ministry 
degree  programs.  The  Evangelism  and 
Mission  course  is  now  a  requirement 
for  the  M.Div.  degree. 

The  ninth  School  of  Evangelism 
will  be  held  this  summer.  The  school 
provides  practical  skills  for  doing 
evangelism  in  different  types  of 
congregations  and  introduces 
participants  to  resources  that  will  help 
them  do  evangelism  more  effectively. 

The  evangelism  emphasis  has 
given  impetus  to  CTS  Press,  which 
publishes  resources  in  the  field  of 
evangelism  —  books  and  audio  and 
video  cassettes.  These  materials  are 
distributed  throughout  the 
Presbyterian  Church  (USA). 

In  May,  50  to  60  clergy  will 
come  to  the  Columbia  campus  for 
training  in  the  Faith  Discovery 
Weekend.  This  event,  a  two-day 
school  in  which  participants  learn  to 
conduct  the  Faith  Discovery  Weekend 
in  their  churches,  is  held  regularly 

The  Thompson  Scholars  Program 
is  a  new  effort  in  Columbia's 
evangelism  emphasis.  For  more 
information  on  the  program,  see  the 
article  on  page  2.

groups  have  come  to  the  Columbia 
campus  for  retreats.  Now,  with 
Columbia's  new  building,  the  intent  is 
to  give  greater  emphasis  to  clergy 
retreats  for  both  personal  and  spiritual 
renewal. 

Fur  the  future,  several  projects  are 
being  discussed.  Peachtree  Presbyterian 
Church  and  its  pastor,  Dr.  Frank 
Harrington,  have  expressed  an  interest 
in  joining  with  Columbia  to  hold  a 
nationwide  conference  on  evangelism 
and  church  growth.  And  Dr.  Johnson 
is  working  on  a  new  book  on  spiritual 
direction.  Its  premise  will  be  twofold 
that  every  pastor  should  be  a  spiritual 
guide  to  his  or  her  people  and  that 
helping  people  start  their  spiritual 
journeys  is  the  foundation  of 
evangelism. 


Lay  Institute 

of  Faith  and  Life 

For  more  than  160  years,  Columbia 
Seminary  has  taken  seriously  the 
important  task  of  educating  and 
equipping  people  for  ministry  as 
clergy.  The  establishment  of  the 
seminary's  Lay  Institute  of  Faith  and 
Life  in  1987  by  an  anonymous  gift 
from  a  Presbyterian  couple  marked  a 
broadening  of  vision  to  include  the 
equally  significant  task  of  equipping 
persons  for  ministry  as  laity. 

The  Institute,  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  Robert  S.  Smith,  conducts  a 
number  of  events,  both  on  campus 
and  off,  throughout  the  year.  Among 
the  on-campus  events  are  two  evening 
and  two  morning  Lay  Schools  of  Bible 
and  Theology,  the  former  providing 
short-term  elective  courses  in  subjects 
such  as  Bible,  theology,  Christian 
ethics,  and  family  dynamics.  Other 
on-campus  events  include  seminars 
and  short  summer  courses.  Weekend 
Lay  Schools  and  seminars  are  offered 
in  other  parts  of  the  Southeast  in 
cooperation  with  presbyteries  and 
individual  churches. 

At  the  request  of  churches,  the 
Institute  has  designed  and  coordinated 
retreats  and  congregational  renewal 
events.

Continuing  EDUJ  anon  for  clergy, 
currently  under  the  direction  of  the 
Rev.  Sara  C.  Juengst,  has  grown  from 
about  36  pastors  a  year  when  it  began 
in   1962  to  more  than   1,000  today. 
As  the  numbers  have  grown,  so  have 
the  offerings. 

In  its  early  days  at  Columbia, 
continuing  education  for  clergy  was  by 
invitation  only.  Twelve  ministers  were 
invited  each  quarter  to  come  to  the 
campus  for  a  time  of  directed  reading 
and  study.

weeks,  in  places  such  as  Jamaica,  the 
Monastery  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  the 
beach,  the  winter  woods,  and 
Koinonia/Habitat  for  Humanity,  are 
not  for  travel,  but  are  times  for 
serious  study,  learning,  and  reflection. 

Held  first  in  January  1977,  the 
January  Seminars  for  Ministers 
continue  and  have  as  the  highlight  a 
workshop,  led  by  a  nationally-known 
homiletician,  on  preaching  for  Lent 
and  Easter.  The  three-day  event  also 
includes  other  workshops  in  theology 
and  ministerial  skills.  The  '89 
Seminars,  which  featured  Tom  Long 
and  Walter  Brueggemann,  attracted 
the  largest  ever  attendance,  with  over 
200  clergy  participating. 

The  summer  sessions  for  clergy 
have  become  the  centerpiece  of  the 
program.  For  two  weeks  each 
summer,  the  seminary  offers   10  to  12 
non-credit  courses,  for  both  clergy  and 
laity.  (Until  Dr.  Smith  came  as 
director  of  the  Lay  Institute  of  Faith 
and  Life,  continuing  education  for 
both  clergy  and  laity  was  housed  in 
the  same  office.) 

Each  year,  continuing  education 
offerings  cover  six  areas:  education  in 
Bible,  theology,  and  worship; 
inspiration  and  renewal;  support; 
professional  skills;  community 
building;  and  issues.  This  year,  in 
addition  to  the  January  Seminars  and 
the  summer  sessions,   17  events  have 
been  offered,  ranging  from  a  three-

Complexities  of  institutional 
budgeting 


IN  ONE  SENSE  all  budgeting  is  pretty 
much  the  same.  Cho  income, 

determine  your  expenditures.  mak< 
sure  they  balance,  and  go  from  there. 
That  is  true,  whether  it  be  the  home, 
the  church,  or  an  institution. 

Yet,  having  worked  through 
budgets  in  the  three  entities  above, 
there  are  major  differences  when  it 
comes  to  an  institutional  budget. 

Tuition  is  a  good  example    We 
ask  many  questions  regarding  the 
raising  of  tuition.   What  are  thi 
stresses  and  demands  of  inflation' 
What  can  students  afford'  Whai 
about  faculty/staff  raises'  Where  does 
the  seminary  fit  in  with  other 
seminaries  around  the  country  in 
terms  of  cost?  How  much  more  will 
we  have  to  allocate  to  financial  aid  to 
offset  the  rising  cost  of  tuition?  Some 
institutions  are  what  we  tail   "tuition 
driven,"  with  the  bulk  of  their 
income  being  derived  from  tuition 
and  fees.  Presbyterian  seminaries  are 
not  tuition  driven.  Where  do  we  find 
the  funds  to  help  pay  costs  when  we 
do  not  increase  tuition  and  fees? 

It  is  not  easy  to  arrive  at  an 
appropriate  tuition  and  fee  cost  which 
answers  every  question  in  the 
paragraph  above.  There  must  be  a 
balancing  of  a  variety  of  components 
in  this  complex  process. 

Another  example  is  room  and 
board.  Sounds  simple,  doesn't  it?  Not 
so.  There  are  so  many  different  kinds 
of  single  and  family  needs,  cooking 
and  non-cooking,  no  children  to  six 
children,  dormitory  rooms,  apartment 
buildings.  Do  we  just  keep  up  with 
inflation?  Do  we  attempt  to  amortize 
an  adequate  return  on  the  cost  of  the 
buildings?  If  we  raise  tuition,  how 
much  can  we  raise  room  and  board.' 
If  all  three  are  hit  hard,  the  total  cost 
of  a  seminary  education  begins  to 
become  expensive. 

The  major  questions  never  leave 
us    The  people  who  work  here  deserve 
a  living  wage.  The  cost  of  "doing 


week  institute  for  pastors  from  Korea 
to  a  seminar  offering  creative 
alternatives  for  the  celebration  of 
Advent  and  Christmas.

Columbia  and  UTCWI  begin 
joint  D.Min.  degree 


"Come  to  Columbia  Theological 
Seminary"  is  now  an  invitation  easier 
to  accomodate  in  Jamaica.  Strong  ties 
exist  between  Columbia  and  the 
United  Theological  College  of  the 
West  Indies  in  Kingston,  Jamaica. 
Through  the  combined  effort  of  the 
two  schools,  a  joint  doctor  of  ministry 
degree  program  has  begun,  with  its 
first  class  held  in  the  fall  of  1988. 

UTCWI  is  already  a  base  of 
operation  for  one  of  Columbia's 
alternative  context  experiences  for 
M.Div.  students,  for  a  summer 
supervised  ministry  course,  and  for  a 
week  of  continuing  education  each 
spring.  And  UTCWI  faculty  members 
often  take  sabbatics  at  Columbia. 

Setting  up  the  D.Min.  degree 
program  between  the  two  seminaries 
has  taken  time.  For  eight  years,  Doug 
Hix,  director  of  advanced  studies  and 
associate  professor  of  pastoral  studies 
at  Columbia,  has  been  negotiating 
with  faculty  members  at  UTCWI  to 
develop  a  Doctor  of  Ministry  program 
offered  jointly  by  both  theological 
schools.  The  degree  will  be  conferred 
by  Columbia,  and  students  will  be 
enrolled  in  Columbia,  but  most  of  the 
courses  will  be  taught  in  Jamaica. 

A  year  ago,  Doug  Hix  met  with 
interested  pastors  in  Kingston  and 


organized  the  first  course  to  begin  in 
September  1988.  Four  days  before  the 
class  was  to  start,  Hurricane  Gilbert 
ripped  through  the  tiny  island.  "We 
thought  it  would  scuttle  the  whole 
program,"  Dr.  Hix  said.  "But  no,  we 
simply  put  the  program  on  hold,  and 
less  than  a  month  later,  I  received  a 
call  that  the  pastors  were  ready  to 
begin.  The  last  two  weeks  in 
November  of  1988,  I  taught  the  first 
class,  the  core  seminar,  assisted  by 
Clifton  Niles,  my  counterpart  at 
UTCWI." 

Eleven  pastors  enrolled  —  two 
Anglican,  two  Baptists,  three 
Methodists,  and  four  United  Church 
pastors.  (The  United  Church  is  the 
Presbyterian  affiliate  in  Jamaica.)  Nine 
of  the  pastors  are  Jamaicans.  The 
other  two  are  missionaries  from 
Canada  and  Samoa.  "This  was  a 
marvelous  mix  of  denominations  and 
cultures,"  Dr.  Hix  said. 

It  is  not  unusual  for  these  pastors 
to  be  serving  as  many  as  six  churches 
while  they  are  furthering  their 
education.  One  is  a  candidate  for 
bishop  in  his  denomination,  and  one 
has  run  a  significant  social  outreach 
program  in  downtown  Kingston  for 
more  than  20  years.

and  hungry  to  learn,"  Hix  said  of  the 
pastors.  "We  met  all  day  from  8:30 
until  3:30  or  4:00  everyday  for  two 
weeks." 

In  January,  Jasper  Keith,  professor 
of  pastoral  care  and  counseling  at 
Columbia,  spent  two  weeks  in 
Jamaica  teaching  the  second  course.  In 
February,  Howard  Gregory,  a  1988 
Doctor  of  Sacred  Theology  graduate  of 
Columbia  and  a  professor  at  UTCWI, 
led  a  program  of  supervised  ministry. 

From  now  on,  courses  will 
alternate  being  taught  by  professors 
from  Columbia  and  professors  from 
UTCWI.  Additional  two-week  courses 
will  be  offered  next  fall  and  spring. 


Students  will  come  to  Columbia  in 
July   1991  for  two  courses. 

To  help  defray  the  costs  of  the 
program  in  Jamaica,  Columbia 
solicited  funds  from  all  its  D.Min. 
graduates.  Thus  far,  about  $13,000 
has  been  raised. 

UTCWI  wants  to  begin  another 
group  of  students  with  the  core  course 
in  the  next  year  or  so.  "We're  excited 
about  this  program,"  Dr.  Hix  said. 
"We're  excited  about  the  exchange  of 
culture  and  ideas  and  the  intensity 
these  students  bring  to  their 
education.  Even  Hurricane  Gilbert 
didn't  daunt  such  intensity." D 
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
